We consider it important for customers to see the irises in bloom before ordering, 
as ‘the variations in tone and carriage are very great. 


The bearded iris should have full swn much of the day, and good drainage. The 
rhizomes should be planted just under the surface of the soil. 


We plant our iris in the months of July and August—the earlier the better. We 
plan to have planting and moving all done by the last day of August as they should be 
well rooted in the soil before the arrival of early frosts.
